FRESHMAN YEAR 


In September of 46, twenty-nine freshmen entered senior hi eh school 
These green, noisy members of ‘'the lower class” soon found that senior high 
w’as not very different from junior high school. 8 

At that time, the memhers of the faculty were: Miss Hackett in the 

English department, Mrs. Fontaine as the French and Latin teacher. Miss 
Rowe in the mathematics department, Mr. Hirtle in the manual training de- 
partment, Mr Vassar as the history teacher, Miss Hall in the home economics 
department, Miss Edgett and Mr. Desrosiers were the physical education 
instructors, Miss Wingett was in the music department, Mrs. Johnson in the 
commercial department Miss Johnson in the office, Miss McGillicuddv m the 
Biology department. Besides being our principal, Mr. Parry taught chemistry 
physics, and civics. 

We started our duties by electing the following class officers: David 

Bom, president; Georgia Anderson, vice president; and Louise Marfuggi as 
secretary-treasurer. We elected Miss Hackett for our sponsor. 

During the year we held various money making projects such as raffles 
and rood sales. 

As usual the seniors started the year by initiating the "Frosh.” The 
girls wore burlap bags hip boots, sixteen pigtails with different colored rib- 
bons, earmuffs, a string of onions and a corn cob pipe. The bovs wore women's 
hats, nightgowns, long earrings, leg paint, lipstick, and heels. A good time 
was had by all especially the freshmen. 

We won third prize in the annual One Act Play contest. The name of 
the play was Elmer and the Love Bug The cast consisted of Donald Car- 
digan, Roy Peterson, Robert Parker, David Bom, Axel Anderson. Theresa 
Vigneau, Virginia Loso. Marilyn Duprey, Sheila Fav. Rita |ohnson, Man 
Buggiam, Ruth Peterson* and Louise Marfuggi, 

Several freshmen boys went out for football and the team had a fair 
season placing third in the Marble Valley League. In basketball several bovs

SOPHOMORE YEAR 

On September 2, [447, the doors of P. H. S. were re-opened It was 
through these doorways that we passed into our sophomore year. Consider- 
ing ourselves very sophisticated now, we watched the freshmen struggle to 
gain a foothold in the high school lije 

. . We w ere greeted by three new teachers; namely, Miss Shanney, replacing 
Miss Hall in the Home Economics department, Mr. Hoi brook taking Mr 
Hinie s place in shop classes, and Miss Kemp the girls’ coach in place of Miss 
Edgett. * 


Our class roll was diminished to twenty-six students. David Bom left 
our ranks to return to the Philippines, while Gunhtld Myhrberg moved to 
Rutland. 

At an early class meeting wc elected our class officers. They were 
president, Mary Buggiam; vice president, Virginia Loso; secretary, Paul Brown; 
and treasurer, Louise Marfuggi. Miss Hackett was again to be our sponsor. 

Our first activity as sophomores was decorating for the freshmen recep- 
tion. It was tun to be able to laugh at the proceedings. However, two of 
out classmates, Axel Anderson and Marilyn Duprey, were forced to stop 
laughing long enough to be initiated since they had missed it when they were 
” fresh les ” 

The Student Council was developed this year. Rita Johnson was elected 
as secretary, and Roy Peterson, representative. 

We presented “Goodnight, Please,’ 1 in the One-Act Play contest and 
received second prize. There was much “hissing - ‘ during the play — all on 
the stage of course! "Flick’ ’ Parker and “Kruge" Carrigan starred as business- 
man and valet. 

The weeks rolled on and soon it was time for the annual Sophomore 
Hop. The decorations in pastels of pink, green and yellow were outstanding. 
Socially, it was a tremendous success. Financially, it rates little comment! 

Regardless of the scarcity of boys in our class, we were well represented 
in athletics. Robert Parker played all sports. George Anderson took part 
in basketball and baseball; Roy Peterson and Axel Anderson, football and 
basketball; Ralph Santoro, basketball We were also able to boast of two 
members, Rita Johnson and Sheila Fay, on the girls’ varsity basketball squad 

Six sophomores, Louise Marfuggi. Georgia Anderson, Sheila Fay, Mary 
Buggiam, Rita Johnson and Marilyn Duprey took a trip to Burlington in May 
to attend the Music Festival, another of the big events of the spring 

Too soon June had rolled around and the doors of P. H. S closed on our 
never-to-be-forgotten sophomore year. 

JUNIOR YEAR 

As our third year of high school started we found five new teachers. Mr. 
Williams replaced Mr. Vassar in the History department, Miss Towne re- 
placed Miss McGillicuddy in junior high school, Mr O’Horo took over shop 
from Mr. Holbrook, Miss Gay was the new mathematics teacher, and Mr 
Brokaw came to manage the Physical Education department in place of Mr. 
Desrosiers. 

On return to high school we found our class reduced to twenty-four 
students when Donald Carrigan moved to Pittsford and Roland Champine 
left school. 

In our first class meeting of September. 1948, we elected Miss Hackett 
as our sponsor once again and chose the following officers; Mary Buggiam, 
president; George Anderson, vice president; Sheila Fay, secretary; and Louise 
Marfuggi, treasurer. 

Robert Parker was elected to represent our class in the Athletic Asso- 
ciation and Marilyn Duprey was elected to represent us on the Assembly 
Program Committee.

Parker along with Roy Peterson were our class representatives. 

We again took the task of selling candy and soda at the basketball 
games 

The One Act Play Contest that year, was a success. The juniors took 
first prize, the freshmen second prize, and the sophomores received the third 
prize. In the district one act plays which were held at Rutland, Proctor was 
placed third. 

A whist party was held in May and along with the other activities it 
was a financial success. 

Our basketball team entered the “C“ tournament after a successful plav- 
oft against Bristol We played Wallingford in the first game and won. Tfie 
next game we won against Milton going into the finals. We lost a close game 
to North Bennington thus earning the second place in the “C“ tourney From 
the junior class Robert Parker and Roy Peterson played on the varsity basket' 
ball team. 

Several girls from our class, Jean Valach, Leah Kapitan, Sheila Fay, Rita 
Johnson, Marilyn Duprey, Mary Buggiani, and Georgia Anderson, made the 
girls’ varsity basketball team which was a success. 

Virginia Loso and Marilyn Phillips were on the varsity cheerleading 
squad 

ITe Rutland Chamber of Commerce sponsored an essay contest on “Why 
Rutland Needs a Junior College Two of our class won prizes Marilyn 
Duprey won second prize of fifty dollars and Jane Aronson won the third 
prize of twenty-five dollars. 

Mary Buggiani was elected to represent Proctor at Girls’ State and both 
Rov Peterson and Robert Parker were elected to represent Proctor at Boys’ 
State. 

Virginia Loso and Henry Loyzelle were chosen as marshalls at graduation 

We decided to have our Junior Prom on Class Day in honor of the
